Now They’re Planning 
To Charge You To Use 
A Cane Fishing Pole 


TALLAHASSEE—A ‘law which 
would require Floridians to buy a 
$1.00 license for pole fishing in 
their home counties will be asked 
of the legislative by the State 
Game and Fresh Water Commis- 
sion. 

“Cane pole’ fishermen, those 
who do not use rods and reels, can 
fish free in their own counties 2t 
present, using as many as three 
poles if they wish. Licenses must 
be bought only by non-residents. 
rod and reel anglers, and persons 
fishing outside their home coun- 
ties., 

Children under 15 and Florida 
residents over 65 years do not have 
to buy licenses now and will re- 
main exempt ever if the new law 
is adopted. 

Commissioner Director Ben C. 
Morgan estimated the county li- 
cense Jaw would bring in $500,000 
annually. Most of the revenue 
would be used for water hyacinth 
control. 

If the legislature does not pass 
the license proposal, Morgan will 
suggest that part of- the tax on 
gasoline used in boats be’ devoted 
to hyacinth control. 

The Game and Fish Commissior 
will also ask laws to: 

Permit confiscation of hunting 
equipment used in serious game 
law violations like shooting doe 
deer, hunting at night and hunting 
in game sanctuaries. 

Impose heavier fines for 
grave game.law violations. 

Exempt totally disabled war 
veterans from buying hunting and 
fishing licenses. 

License frog hunting boats .and 
alligator hunters, dealers and ex- 
hibitors. 

Levy one cent per pound tax on 
commercially taken fresh water 
fish with proceeds to be used in 
policing the fishing industry.

This is an extremely im- 
portant meeting, and everyone 15 
urged to attend-and present his 
views.” 

The Florida Legislature will be~ 
gin its biennial session on April 
5. Mr. Graw and Joffre David, of 
the FFVA shippers division wi!l 
outline to those assembled the sev- 
eral items of legislation that will 
probably be presented to-that body 
by the vegetable industry, or which 
will be fofered by others. They-in- 
clude: Proposals for clarifying the 
laws with reference to the recruit- 
ment and transportation of farm 
workers by crew leaders; strength- 
ening the bonding laws under 
which itinerant produce- buyers ar 
licensed; flood control; and-appro- 
priations for agricultural recearch 
and extension” work.

In further . contrast to other 
radio programs, “The Greatest 
Story Ever Told” ig not used as a 
vehicle to promote or publicize the 
actofs and artists whose excep- 
tional talent make its productioa 
possible. 

When you can keep an actor 
from trying to get into the spot- 
light and ‘taking advantage of 
everything possible in order to 
gain more publicity, especially 
when the play with whioh hé is 
connected is ‘an outstanding hit, 
-you have something. Yet the top 
ranking radio stars who take the 
parts in this amazing program are 
entirely unknown to the. listener. 

This distinctive program that so

TALLAHASSEE — Col. A. G. 
Matthews, chief engineer of the 
state division of water control and 
research, said Monday that plans 
for flood control in the upper St.
